Assistant District Attorney ALEXANDDR also 
authorized the filing of a complaint against OSWALD fer the 
murder of President JOHN F. KENNEDY in Dallas, Texas on November 22, 
1963. The complaint was filed at 11:25 p.m. , November 22, IDO?;. 

Further, on November 23, 1963, an authorized local com- 
plaint was filed against OSWALD charging him with assault to 
murder Governor JOHN B. CONN ALLY. L complaint for uL.\„ charge
